The Second Army drove to the 
Meuse (Maas) River on a 14-mile 
front, filling in gaps left in its 
sweep to that barrier at points on 


a 40-mile front yesterday. The 
| British wiped out a 10-mile-long 
'German pocket west of the Maas 
from which the Germans had 
launched their first serious threat 
to cut the Allied lifeline to the 
north. 
| The British also struck out 
'westward, in an effort to close 
| the escape route of possibly 200,000 
| Germans in the coastal area of 

Holland. 
| The Nijmegen corridor was 
widened 12 miles, from its former 
six-mile width, by the two thrusts. 

A British officer said the corri- 
dor “is no longer dangerous and 
the Germans who threatened it so 
fiercely a few days ago must 
realize they are now themselves 
imperiled.” 
| North of Nijmegen, where the 
Second Army had been unable to 
establish a secure line to the 
Neder Ryn (Rhine) in time to 
save the British First Airborne 
Division at Arnhem, the troops of 
Lt. Gen. Sir Miles C. Dempsey to- 
day had a firm grip on a five-mile 
strip of this stream and were get- 
ting into position for a new at- 
tempt to drive around the Sieg- 
fried line, which is believed to 
end at the German town of Kleve, 
some 10 miles to the southeast, 

On the left flank of the cor- 
ridor the Germans were still 
fighting with fanatical violence, 
but at the northwest rim British 
fanned out five or six 
miles beyond fallen Elst, between 
Nijmegen and Arnhem. 

First Army Attack. 

The attack by the American 
First Army in the pillbox-studded 
Hurtgen forest, 14 miles southeast 
of Aachen, was said to be a pow- 
erful effort to tear open the way 
to Cologne and enlarge the pene- 
tration of the Siegfried line. 

The Allied communique said the 
Americans were meeting stiff op- 
position from pillboxes and con- 
crete strongholds near Hurtgen, 
eight miles southeast of Stolberg. 
The village is in the eastern fringe 
of the forest itself, and the fact 
that the Yanks were in the vi- 
cinity meant they had battled 
through some of the stiffest de- 
fenses of the Siegfried line.

“They are fat and sassy, smug 
and satisfied. Why? They’re get- 
ting a guaranteed annual wage for 
two years after the war. There is 
no fear of insecurity among them.” 

Murray referred, he said, to the 
“carry back” provision of the 1942 
tax law which he said would make 
28 billion dollars “available to 
corporations in the event they do 
not reach a certain level of profits 
for two years hereafter.”

The submission of a proposal for | 
a unicameral legislature in Mis-| 
souri at the November election | 
under the initiative has created a| 
muddled condition which may pre- | 
vent a final adjournment of the'| 
Constitutional Convention until | 
November or December. 
The proposed new constitution | 
contains a provision for the re-| 
tention of the old bicameral legis- | 
lative system, but the constitution 
will not be submitted to the voters 
until early next spring. In the 
meantime the unicameral pro- 
vision will be voted on. 
Legal Questions Arise. 

Tn an effort to meet the possible 
contingency of the adoption of the 
unicameral, the Schedule Com- 
mittee of the convention inserted 
a section in the schedule under | 
which the unicameral system | 
would prevail over the bicameral | 
in case both the unicameral pro- | 
Vision and the new constitution 
should be adopted. 

Legal questions as to the validity 
of such a section arose and in 
addition a number of delegates 
objected to its inclusion on other 
grounds. After extended debate 
today, the section was stricken. 

Under the present situation if 
the unicameral should be adopted 
in November the voters would 
again have the subject presented | 
to them next February or March 
in the proposed whole new consti 
tution. If it should be adopted | 
the action on the unicameral! would | 
be set aside and the eae 
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would be in effect. | 

After the adoption of the mo- 
tion to strike out the section from 
the schedule, delegates began con- 
sideration of a suggestion that the 
convention recess until after the 
November election without pay, 
and then decide what to do in the 
light of the result of the election 
on the subject. 

The proposed constitution was 
approved. as a document which 
would result in extensive improve- 
ment of government in Missouri 
in brief talks before the conven- 
tion yesterday by two of the lead- 
ing students of government in the 
state. 

Dr. Yalidor Loeb, dean emeritus 
of the School of Business and Pub- 
lic Administration of Washington 
University, and former Gov. Hen 
ry S. Caulfield, each of whom had 
an active part in the campaign 
leading to the calling of the con- 
vention, spoke. 

Dean Loeb-told the delegates 
that they had done a “splendid | 
job,” one which he said was much 
better than he _ expected wise | 
their deliberations started. 

Caulfield, describing the con- | 
vention as one of the “greatest 
gatherings in Missouri history,” 
said the constitution represented 
the studied thought of delegates 
who had worked long in its prepa- 
ration. 

“It might contain some things 
it does not contain,” he said, “and 
it does contain some things not 
desired by some people, but it 
comes from the representatives of 
the people. It can be taken as 
truly representing the wishes of 
the people.” 

Both Confident of Passage. 

Both speakers expressed the 
opinion that the constitution 
would meet the approval of the 
voters and that it would be adopt- 
ed at the special election to be 
called. 

Dean Loeb started the statewide 
movement for holding a conven- 
tion more than two years ago, and 
as a reguit of his efforts a com- 
mittee, headed by former State 
Senator Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage, later elected a delegate, 
was formed to promote the cam- 
paign preceding the election at 
which the question of whether a 
convention would be called was 
submitted to a vote. Loeb, because 
6f the extended study he had giv- 
en the principles of government, 
was invited to appear before com- 
mittees of the convention early in 
the session to present his views, 
many of which were incorporated 
in the document as completed. 

Caulfield was the author of an 
exhaustive article published in 
the Post-Dispatch, dealing page 
cipally with the executive branch 
of the government, and based on 
his experience as Governor.

Close Three-Power Alliance. 


Resuming promptly after an 
hour's luncheon recess, Churchill 
asserted that never before had 
the alliance of the three great 
powers against Germany been 
“more close or more effective.” 

Both the United States and Rus- 
sian ambassadors were in the dip- 
lomatic gallery which runs along 
one wall of the high chamber. 

“One by one in rapid succession 
the satellite states have writhed 
or torn themselves free from Nazi 
tyranny,” Churchill said. 

He added that when Hungary 
was free he expected the Hun- 
garians would turn their weapons 
against those who had led them 
“to their present ruin and defeat.” 

Churchill said some of the worst 
war criminals were Bulgarians, 
adding that “they may want to be 
treated as co-belligerents.” So far 
as Britain is concerned however, 
he said, they will have to “work 
their passage” for a long time and 
in no uncertain fashion. 

Polish-Russian Dispute. 

He praised Poland, but said | 

there would have to be territorial 
changes in the Polish frontier and 
that “Russia has a right to our 
support in this matter.” He added 
that he had “full hopes that the 
Polish premier and his colleagues 
would shortly resume conversa- 
tions in Moscow.” He said he be- 
lieved “a good arrangement will 
be achieved.”

Some of these forgotten brands, realizing their error, have 
gone to great extremes trying to win back their lost markets. 
They have not succeeded. Ford, Camay, Lux Flakes, Wheaties, 
Camels, Vitamins Plus, were by then too well entrenched to 
be headed off—thanks largely to brand advertising. 


ing prices to the public were reduced over 50%. 


In the case of a nationally advertised electric refrigerator, 
the 1927 unit price to consumer was $310. By 1940, the con- 
sumer price had dropped to $133; yet storage capacity had 
inereased 56%, and electric kilowatt hour consumption had 


been cut 609%. 


In the case of a washing machine, first manufactured in 1909, 
the original makers did not believe in advertising; instead, 
they sold through salesmen door-to-door. But these salesmen 
had to be trained ; their traveling expenses had to be paid and 
were heavy; there were other expenses which, though un- 
avoidable, had to be passed on to the consumer in the listed 
retail price. So in 1915 consumer advertising was started, and 
here is what happened: First, their salesmen found selling far 
easier because their prospects already knew the machine’s 
capabilities. Second, volume increased so that it became nec- 
essary to move into a new factory. 


Most important from the public standpoint, prices were im- 
mediately reduced 259, and have since been constantly re- 
duced as the selling costs per unit came down. Today, this 
manufacturer is able to sell the public a far better washing 
machine, at less than 14 the price of the original 1909 model.

In the three cases above, taken at random, brand advertising 
accomplished three definite results: (a) helped to inform the 
public on performance and on quality; (b) raised sales vol- 
ume; (c) lowered cost to consumer.

Education by Ridicule 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The debate on the future of Germany, 
printed on your editorial page, prob- 
ably left most persons who read it 
about where they were before. 

Mr. Laski was anything but convinc- 
ing in his rebuttal. Of course, no one 
man can be expected to know all the 
answers, Both remedies proposed for 
Germany—punishment and education— 
left one skeptical. The former will in- 
tensify the feeling of martyrdom in the 
Reich; the latter—well, wasn’t it Theo- 
dore Roosevelt who spoke of the infinite 
capacity of the human mind to resist 
the introduction of knowledge? 

There is no royal road to the regen- 
eration of Germany. But among the 
number of factors which could contrib- 
ute, why has no one apparently thought 
of the corrosive effect of ridicule? 

The idea is not advanced in jest. If 
there is one thing universal in human 
nature, it is the fear and dread of ridi- 
cule. Even the Germans, despite the 
sub-human character of their war-wag- 
ing, are not immune to this dread. Doro- 
thy Thompson has pointed out that the 
conduct of the Parisians left the Ger- 
mans bewildered. 

Here they were, the conquerers, and 
by all the logic of their teaching and 
ideology, something to be kowtowed to, 
and here were the.Parisians not a bit 
impressed by it at all, but just ignoring 
them. It was not understandable. Not 
in the Nazi books. Something beyond 
their ken. The Germans felt rebuffed, 
possessed by inferiority feelings. 

Why couldn't an attitude be adopted 
and persisted in which would subtly, but 
none the less effectively, instil into the 
German mind the uneasy notion that 
their bombastic ideology, their Nordic 
nonsense, their superman bunk, their 
Der Tag toasts and so on ad nauseum, 
are proper matters for ridicule? 

Could such an attitude be successful? 
Schopenhauer tried it and failed. The 
keenest of German philosophers, in his 
“Wisdom of Life,” turned barbed shafts 
of ridicule against the stupid Junker 
code of honor and, seemingly, never 
made a dent in it. However, ridicule 
was used very successfully by Voltaire 
in his crusade against religious persecu- 
tion. J. H.

Sethacke in the War 


Stiffened German resistance and bad weather— 
principally the latter—have slowed down the 
Allied drives in Europe or brought them to a 
standstill. So the recent optimistic predictions 
that the end of the war against the Nazis was 
just around the corner are being hastily revised. 

When the remnants of the British airborne divi- 


sion were forced back across the Rhine after nine 


days of savage fighting to gain a foothold at 
Arnhem, one of the greatest Allied setbacks since 
D-day was recorded. Despite the forces arrayed 
against them, these gallant men might have held 
their advanced position in Holland, and opened 
the way for flanking the Siegfried line, had not 
miserable weather prevented the landing of re- 
inforcements, arms and supplies by air. 

The story is much the same at Metz. That fort- 
ress in Northern France has been besieged for 
four weeks. Hopes were high only a few days 
ago that it would soon be taken, but now rain 
and mud have bogged down the American opera- 
tions. 

Around Aachen, Gen. Hodges’ First Army has 
been unable to develop its penetration of the 
Siegfried Line. Gen. Patton’s Third Army is 
fighting stubbornly on soggy fields east of 
Nancy. Gen. Patch’s Seventh Army, held up at 
Belfort, sees the first snows whitening the Jura 
Mountains. 

The result everywhere {s as Correspondent 
Joseph Driscoll reports from Metz: “Crouching 
miserably in hig pillbox, the surviving German 
can offer thanks for the rain that makes the 
mud that lets him live another day.” 

Each day of bad weather, which holds up land 
operations and air operations alike, gives the 
doomed Nazi cause another day of life. Ended 
are the Allied sweeps across France and the Low 
Countries, with their tremendous bag of prison- 
ers and war material. The Germans are strain- 
ing every effort to hold on a while longer, in the 
hope that the Allies will be seriously handi- 
capped or stopped by winter. It is closing down 
now, and heavier clothing is being issued to the 
shivering American troops on that front. 

The retreat of the airborne division and the 
deadlock elsewhere along the fighting lines will 
provide a lift for sagging German morale, Nazi 
propagandists can be counted upon to exploit the 
turn of events to the utmost, to grind the last 
ounce of energy from the soldiers and the people. 
It is clear, from the latest speeches by Foreign 
Minister Von Ribbentrop and Lt. Gen. Dittmar, 
that the Nazis are more hopeful than in weeks 
past. 

The effect of all this on the Allied side is 
shown in the London dispatch by James M. 
Long of the Associated Press, who points out 
that the last week’s events have “done much 
toward putting into a more realistic perspective 
a great deal of the talk about certain victory 
before the end of 1944.” 

Only two weeks ago, it was reported that 
American war planning chiefs had set Oct. 31 as 
the tentative “outside” date for the defeat of 
Germany. Now, however, Gen. De Gaulle tells 
his troops that the end of the war cannot be ex- 
pected before next spring, and Washington 
authorities are reported to have amended their 
predictions of an early finish. At the same time, 
the OWI issues a report warning that the defeat 
of Japan will require hard fighting for an 
“absolute minimum” of 18 months to two years 
after the war ends in Europe. 

All this adds up to a warning for the home 
front. 
few weeks ago, in a statement by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff at a time when every day was bringing 
new gains. These were the words of Gen. 
Marshall, Adm. King and Gen. Arnold: 

The recent favorable course of the fighting 
seems to have persuaded some people that the 
war is as good as won, and that, accordingly, 
they can throw up their jobs and go back 
to civilian life. 

There ig still a tough fight ahead. Any- 
one can see that desertions on the fighting 
fronts would protract the war and reduce 
our prospects of victory. Desertions on the 
home front would tend to the same result. 

Our forces are now on German soil, but the 
war is not yet won. The weather has turned 
against us, and our fanatical enemies will take 
every possible advantage of the stay of execu- 
tion they have gained. On the home front, as 
at the war front, there can be no relaxing of

Howto Kill MVA_ * 


Maybe Gov. Sharpe of South Dakota, whose 
preference is for the Pick Plan of Missouri River 
development, is perfectly innocent in his latest 
MVA suggestion. The fact remains that one of 
the classic techniques for killing a popular propo- 
sition is by seeming up to a point to agree with 
it. And if Gov. Sharpe's latest proposal is adopted, 
MVA will almost surely die a-borning. 

Let's pass the Reclamation Bureau’s Sloan 
Plan, the Governor now urges Congress—also the 
Army Engineers’ Pick Plan, not to mention the 
omnibus rivers and harbors Dill, all of which 
affect Missouri River development. Then, a/ter 
that much is done, Congress can turn its atten- 
tion to the four MVA bills, which he says might 
“provide the co-ordinating agency which seems 
to be desired.” 

In this latest addition to his manifold schemes, 
Gov. Sharpe argues that prior passage of the 
other bills would in no wise hamper the forma- 
tion of MVA, since all work would still be sub- 
ject to congressional control over annual appro- 
priations. Taking this for just a moment at face 
value, Congress ig being asked to legislate a babel 
of conflict and mutual inconsistency, to settle 
nothing. Then indeed there would be bureau- 
cratic politics with a vengeance, with each fac- 
tion clamoring for green lights and green money 
to go ahead on its particular “authorization.” 

Whatever spirit motivates them, however, the 
words are not worth face value. Can anyone be- 
lieve that the Reclamation Bureau and its cohorts, 
the Army Engineers and their cohorts, dpponents 
of public power and every other selfish interest 
with a stake in obstruction would not use every 
means in their power to defeat MVA, the final 
vitalizing measure? If so, political innocence 
goeth before disillusionment. 

Maybe, though, Congress will refuse to pass 
the MVA, the Governor suggests—in which event, 
we most certainly do not want to be left with 
no alternative. In other words, he believes, ap- 
pealing to fear, we should grasp for the half-loaf 
lest the whole one be out of reach. By exact 
analogy, one might then argue that we should 
throw together a shaky peace after this war, lest 
we fail in making a durable one. 

Such fears have their own answer. We shall 
never reach the best unless we try for it first. 
We cannot reach it by multiplication of half- 
measures; we cannot reach it by renouncing it. 

Congress would be shirking its duty if it ap- 
proved any plan for the Missouri Valley until it 
had looked into the plan which unifies all inter- 
ests and transcends all other plans. Congress 
now owes that duty of consideration to the exec- 
utive branch, by virtue of the President’s recent 
message. Congress oweg that duty, too, to the 
people of the Missouri Valley, who grow sick 
of bureaucratic bickerings, double-talk, fast foot- 
work and the delaying tactics of selfish interests. 

If MVA receives a decent investigation on its 
own intrinsic merits—if the prototype in the 
Tennessee Valley is not utterly disregarded—it 
will be approved by Congress in short order, 
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Mr. Dewey seems to feel it’s all’ right to adopt 
any tactic so long as you make absolutely clear 
in advance that you’re not going to adopt it. 
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Salute to Gen. Hershey 


Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, the Director of 
Selective Service, gives some remarkable reasons 
for not commenting on Gov. Dewey’s charge that 
he said “we can keep people in the Army about 
as cheaply as we could create an agency for them 
when they were out.” Gen. Hershey said he 
hadn’t seen the article quoting him when it was 
published in Stars and Stripes, that he hadn't 
heard Dewey on the radio, and that he hadn’t 
had a chance to read Dewey’s address.

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Scheufler, Insurance Fronter 


If any Superintendent of Insurance in the 
country could be expected to know the disastrous 
results of attempted state regulation of insurance 
companies without Federal authority as a back- 
stop. in time of. emergency, it is 
Superintendent of Insurance, The State and the 
nation have not forgotten the shocking insurance 
scandal, the “MisSouri Compromise,” of a few 
years ago. Nor hag it been forgotten how At- 
torney General McKittrick found himself power- 
less to prosecute 142 stock fire insurange com- 
panies under State law. 

Yet Edward L. Scheufler, Missouri's present 
Superintendent of Insurance, has forgotten these 
things, or prefers to disregard them. He is 
continuing his campaign of fronting for the 
powerful insurance interests that want Congress 
to grant them immunity from the anti-trust laws. 
Scheufler has just made an address assailing the 
United States Supreme Court for its recent in- 
surance decision, and praising state regulation 
as a “direct antithesis to Federal bureaucracy 
with monarchial leanings.” 

Scheufler’s performance embarrasses the At- 
torney General, who has fought long and hard 
for real regulation. It embarrasses Gov. Donnell, 
who refused to join 30 other state executives in 
lobbying for the speécial-privilege bills now in 
Congress. More than that, his performance dis- 
graces Missouri, which has good reason to fear 


the machinations of insurance interests.

For eight or 10 or 12 years after the 
énd of this war, there will be no major war 
because no country will have the physical 
and moral strength to launch another 
world conflict. This is a safe assumption; 
it is a basic consideration in any discus- 
sion of the peace, 


To prevent German and Japanese aggres- 
sion in the future is the first task of the 
peace settlement. Because of the under- 
mining of German and Japanese might and 
the overwhelming power of the victorious 
nations, it is certain to be the easiest task. 
Far more complicated, and of course no 
less important, is the business of removing 
the fundamental causes of war and or- 
ganizing the world for prolonged peace and 
prosperity. The Dumbarton Oaks confer- 
ence and various United Nations commis- 
sions have been nibbling at this great 
problem. 


The American Plan 


Dumbarton Oaks has served the extreme- 
ly valuable purpose of revealing the basic 
ideas of the participating governments on 
future peace arrangements. Now, at last, 
we know what We previously suspected. 


One fact that emerges from Dumbarton 
Oaks is more significant than anything that 
has emerged from any other conference or 
official statement about the peace settle- 
ment. In the New York Times of Aug. 23, 
James B. Reston wired from Washington 
that he had “obtained from an unimpeach- 
able source the following digest of the 
three plans” which the American, British 
and Soviet governments submitted to the 
Dumbarton Oaks meeting. 

Reston’s dispatch quoted from the texts 
of the official plans. “The American plan,” 
Reston wrote, “stipulates that in order to 
use force to prevent aggression, the four 
permanent members (the United, States, 
Russia, China and Britain) must vote for 
it unanimously.” Further, “Like the Brit- 
ish and American plans, the Russian vests 
the power to prevent and repel aggression 
in a World Council dominated by the great 
powers, each with a veto power.” These 
statements have been confirmed by others. 


The Veto Danger 


What does this mean? It means, un- 
mistakably, that the new world organiza- 
tion could not stop the aggression of its 
own leading big members, For if the Unit- 
ed States, say, committed an act of ag- 
gression, it would veto measures against 
itself; similarly, Great Britain, or Russia 
or China—or France if admitted later as 
a great power—could prevent the use of 
force against itself if it attacked another 
country. 

In other words, the new world organiza- 
tion would probably be in a position to pre- 
vent aggression by the defeated Axis pow- 
ers—unless one great power vetoed meas- 
ures even against such aggression--but 
could in no event interfere with American, 
British, Russian or Chinese aggression. 

The postwar plans of the Big Three show 
clearly that the peace settlement on which 
the governments are laboring is designed 
not as a system ot end aggression and war 
for all time, and not as a structure to solve 
world problems, but rather as a scheme 
for dealing with the vanquished. This is 
necessary, but it is woefully inadequate. 

* What we are coming to is peace through 
dictatorship. According to the present 


streamlined “design,” Russia will be the 
dictator in one large region of the earth, 
Britain the mistress of another, America 
the colossus astride a third. (Simultaneous- 
ly, of course, lip service will be paid to in- 
ternationalism, and there will even be an 
international organization with a world 
court and an assembly of 60 or 70 big and 
small nations.) 


Benevolence Not Enough 


The independence of simall nations after 
this war will depend on the benevolence of 
the big nations. Some countries will be in- 
dependent in name and colonies in fact. 


With de facto recognition of spheres of 
influence, which translates into political 
terms the three-power cartel of war-mak- 
ing power, small aggrieved nations will 
have no means of redress. The monopolis- 


‘tic concentration of strength achieves the 


same results in the political as in the busi- 
ness field—it crushes the little fellow. 


This is why I do not believe that any 
mechanism or international organization 
that will now be set up can advance the 
cause of maintaining peace. Good folks 
everywhere would put their trust in it and 
think, wrongly, that humanity was mak- 
ing progress toward the organization of 
peace and economic well-being. 


Some will argue that we should take 
what little there is in the new league and 
try to add to it. I see it differently: even 
if there is no league, maybe even if there 
were no treaties to keep down the Axis en- 
emy states, there would be no war for 10 
years after the end of this one. This inter- 
val of peace through exhaustion will be the 
most decisive in world history; in this peri- 
od the peace will be won or lost, 


Peace Can Still Be Won 


During this period, true democrats and 
internationalists in all countries must car- 
ry on a tremendous fight to create the kind 
of changed world in which alone there can 
be peace. It will be a great crusade, a 
crusade to save the peace. The function of 
free men everywhere will be to guide, or- 
ganize, and otherwise aid the inevitable 
world revulsion against the lost peace. A 
peace though lost can still be won. 

The new league will probaby be estab- 
lished, and the United States will probably 
join it. But it will simply be camouflage 
for a spheres-of-influence peace. The real 
battle for the peace begins when the diplo- 
mats finish. 


ANECDOTE FROM NAZILAND

So Methuselah, who had lived 969 years 
and wasn’t likely to be taken in by cock- 
and-bull tales, was sent down to Berlin to 
do some first-hand investigating. 

He hadn't been gone long before back 
he came in a hurry.

“The Control of Germany and Japan,” by Harold 
G. Moulton and Louls Marilico. (Brookings In-

There has been a great deal of jabber- 
wocky about destroying the war potential 
of Germany and Japan so that “never 
again in our time will the tide of aggres- 
sion engulf peace-loving nations.” Such 
generalities are indulged in by politicians 
and pseudo-experts who have a penchant 
for high-sounding phrases and an aversion 
to the effort required to reduce their ideas 
to practical policies. 

It is a relief to find a level-headed 
analysis of exactly what restrictions can 
reasonably be imposed on the Axis econ- 
omies. It is written by the president of 
Brookings Institution, Harold G. Moulton, 
and a French economist newly added to the 
Brookings staff. 


The problem is to restrict Germany's 
and Japan’s powers of aggression without 
so interfering with their peacetime indus- 
trial life as to force them into depression 
and unemployment. Consideration for their 
welfare does not arise out of seft-hearted- 
ness, but out of hard-headed practicality. 
Not only does economic depression give rise 
to desire for revenge and war, but it has a 
tendency to spread to neighboring nations 
and eventually throughout the world, 


The idea that Germany may be broken 
up into several nations is debunked. If the 
divisions are only politically independent, 
while economically unified, nothing has 
been accomplished. If they are forced into 
economic dependence, the industrial areas 
will be unable to support their populations 
and the agricultural areas will be reduced 
to chronic depression for lack of markets. 
Similar criticisms apply to attempts to 
obliterate German industry and reduce the 
nation to an agricultural economy.

The only practical method of limiting 
Germany's economic war potential, the 
writers say, is by control of certain “key 
industries.” Restrictions on various tndus- 
tries are considered and discarded because 
their imposition would cause unemploy 
ment or would be unenforceable. But cer- 
tain controls are believed within reason, 
Suppression of aluminum ingot production, 
prohibition of synthetic oil plants, control 
of the electric power industry, prohibition 
of commercial, military and even private 
aviation are held necessary and possible. 

But control of the “key industries” of the 
aggressor nations is not enough in itself, 
and is useful only as a supplement to mili- 
tary controls. Here the authors leave the 
field of economics and wander into the 
morass of politics. Their suggestion is the 
familiar one of an international police force 
(or army) to impose coercion against gov- 
ernments and nations, This issue has been 
more ably discussed in other works by 
men better qualified on the subject

In Still Worse Condition. 


As a matter of fact, the German 
economic system which will come 
out of this war will be still more 
desperately unsuited to civilian 
uses. It was unsuitable enough 
before Hitler, but now it has been 
atill more radically altered. 

Capital investment under Hitler 
has been according to the princi- 
ple of “guns rather than butter,” 
which means that millions of Ger- 
mans are employed in industries 
that are wholly uneconomic in 
civilian life and designed only for 
war. 

This means not only the whole 
German industrial plant devoted 
to the air force, the submarine 
force, to ordnance and the like. 
It means also the industrial plant 
devoted at great cost to making 
Germany immune to blockade— 
the plant devoted to such things

OW is the*time to capture 
N some of that marvelous Con- 

cord grape fragrance and de- 
liver it to your table in a quivery 
fruity salad. This fragrance is not 
quite as elusive as that found in 
some other fruits, but this does 
not mean that one need not take 
certain precautions in the prepa- 
ration. First, wash the grapes 
while still on the stem, then stem 
the grapes, putting the fruit direct- 
ly into the sauce pan in which they 
are to be cooked. Crush grapes 
slightly. There should be little or 
no need of adding water, but if 
there does not seem to be any 
juice on the bottom of the pan 
after a little crushing, then a 
spoonful or two of water should 
be added. Heat very gently at 
first and shake the pan occasion- 
ally to prevent sticking. As soon 
as the grapes are swimming in 
their own juice, they are ready to 
strain. Turn into a coarse sieve 
or a clean coarse textured cloth 
bag to drain. Above all, do not 
let stand for hours or over night 
if you wish the truest flavor. 


Banana and Grape Molded Salad. 
Two tablespoons gelatine, one- 
fourth cup cold water, three- 
fourths cup hot water, one cup 
fresh concentrated grape juice, 
one teaspoon lemon juice, three 
tablespoons sugar, three bananas, 
sliced. Soften gelatine in cold 
water. Add hot water, grape 
juice, lemon juice and sugar, Cool 
until thick. Arrange fruit in bot- 
tom of pint mold.” Pour gelatine 
mixture on top place in refrigera- 
tor to set. Serve in lettuce cups 
with one-fourth cup mayonnaise, 
thinned with one tablespoon top 
milk. Serves four.

MENUS FOR FRIDAY. 


Breakfast. 

Broiled tomatoes, four large to- 
matoes; place under broiler just 
long enough to heat through thor- 
oughly; scrambled eggs, four to 
six; pan fried bacon, one-third 
pound; whole wheat toast, eight 
slices, 

Luncheon. 


Cream of corn soup, cut corn 
from four to six ears (about two 
and one-half cups cut corn), Cook 
one-half cup finely chopped cel- 
ery and cut corn in one cup water 
until soft, five to seven minutes. 
Add two cups milk, two table- 
spoons butter and salt and pepper 
to taste. The soup may be rubbed 
through a sieve or served without 
straining. Raw spinach and cheese 
sandwich, three-ounce package 
cream cheese. Chop fine one-fourth 
pound raw, cleaned spinach. Mix 
with cream cheese—spread on 
eight slices white toast. Fresh 
plums, four to eight plums; short- 
bread squares, one-half or re- 
mainder,

Baked halibut or other large 
fish fillet (Spencer method), two 
pounds fish. Dip cleaned fish into 
mixture of one-half cup milk and 
two teaspoons salt. Roll in two 
cups fine dry bread crumbs, Place 
on an Oiled baking pan, sprinkle 
each piece lightly with salad oil. 
Bake uncovered in very hot oven 
(500 degrees F.) for 10 minutes. 
Never add water—do not turn. 
Baked potatoes, four large pota- 
toes; creamed peas, one and one- 
half pounds fresh; grape and ba- 
nana molded salad. See recipe 
above. Quick pudding, one tin 
evaporated milk. Mix together in 
top of double boiler. One cup 
evaporated milk, juice and rind of 
one lemon, two beaten eggs. Cook 
over water until thickened. Stir 
in one and one-half cups sweet 
cookie crumbs, divide into individ- 
ual sherbets. Chill. Serve with 
top milk. Butter or fortified mar- 
garine used on all breads. Include 
in today’s menus, milk to drink: 
six cups for children, two cups for 
adults. 


Hungarian Goulash 


Two and one-half pounds beef 
chuck, lard or drippings, two and 
one-half teaspoons salt, pepper, 
two onions, chopped; one No. 2% 
can tomatoes, one-fourth  tea- 
spoon allspice, one-fourth tea- 
spoon cloves, one teaspoon paprika, 
one bay leaf, one-half cup beef 
stock, six small potatoes, peeled. 

Cut beef into cubes and brown 
in fat. Add remaining ingredients, 
except potatoes; cover closely and 
simmer about two hours or until 
meat is beginning to be tender. 
Remove bay leaf. Add potatoes; 
cook until tender. Thicken gravy 
or remove meat and vegetables 
and cook it down until slightly 
thickened. Pour back over meat

Gi acts 
ives Fact 
On Diabetes 
n Diabet

Logan Clendening, M. D. 

RECEIVE numerous ietters 
| which say—“I nave diabetes. If 

I diet will I ever be cured?” 

Or—“I had sugar in the urine 
and blood. I have taken insulin 
and the sugar is gone, Can I stop 
now?” . 

The honest answer to both these 
questions is—‘“No.” They both 
show an entire raisconception of 
the nature of the disease diabetes. 
Diabetes is a e«isturbance of 
starch or sugar nutrition. Sugar is 
burned in the body to furnish en- 
ergy—muscular action and body 
heat, just as gasoline is used in an 
engine. The subdstance whith 
sparks the sugar is insulin formed 
by certain glands in the pancreas, 

Diabetes is a disease of these 
glands. When their secretion of 
insulin is deficient, sugar accumu- 
lates in the blood, fiows off in the 
urine, just as choke accumulates 
in your automobile when the spark 
plugs are dirty. This can be treat- 
ed either by giving insulin art'fi- 
cially (sparking) or reducing the 
starches in the diet. The improve- 
ment, however, is only temporary. 
The underlying condition still ex- 
ists. The treatment has to be re- 
newed daily indefinitely. The treat- 
ment, though temporary, is effec- 
tive, and diabetes is now one of 
the easiest of all the chronic dis- 
eases to control. 

x * * 

THE ADVANTAGE of using this 
control is that if conscientiously 
done the sugar tolerance of any 
diabetic gradually stages some de- 
gree of a come back. To that ex- 
tent we can speak of a cure, or 
partial cure. 

There are two general classes of 
diabetics—young and old. They 
need different kinds of care be- 
cause the young diabetic always 
has a severe case and requires in- 
sulin almost daily, while the older 
diabetic has a more or less mild 
case that can be controlled in 
most instances by diet alone. 

It is in this latter class of the 
middle aged, or elderly, diabetic 
that treatment is so _ gratifying 
that it may be said they make a 
partial recovery. They renew their 
spark plugs. They are good exam- 
ples of the old saying of Dr. Osler 
that the way to live a long time 
is to acquire a chronic disease and 
nurse it.

I HAVE A RECENT report on 
55 diabetic patients who under 
treatment improved so much, on 
diet alone, that they increased the 
ability of the body to utilize 
starches and sugars almost to 
normal. , 

In all cases the greatest im- 
provement occurred when weight 
reduction was made. That was the 
real first objective of treatment. 
It is easy to see why weight re- 
duction should help diabetes. If 
a man’s insulin cells—spark plugs 
—can't produce enough sparking 
to burn sugar to furnish energy 
to a body which weighs 200 
pounds, they may be able to do so 
when his body weighs only 150 
pounds. If the diabetic can’t re- 
place his injured spark plugs he 
can reduce the size of the engine 
they have to service. 

In performing this weight re- 
duction the diet will necessarily 
be low in starches and sugars and 
thus perhaps by giving the insulin- 
forming cells a rest you allow 
them to stage a come back. 

To this extent it may be said 
that diabetes is at least partially 
curable. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Mrs. F. F.:—My son three and 
a half years old fails to recognize 
colors. I have worked with him 
for hours on end but he still mixes 
them up. He is right otherwise 
and he tells me endlessly about 
something that is pretty so I don’t 
think he is color blind. 

Answer: He probably is color 
blind nevertheless. Only males 
have it. The color blind person 
lives in a world of beauty, even 
though it is different from ours, 
so may think something is pretty. 
It is best to find out whether he 
is color blind or not, because many 
adjustments in life depend on it. 
Any oculist can tell you. Four 
per cent of all males are color 
blind.

Probably confused by this multi- 
plicity of finesses, South crossed 
to the diamond ace and finessed 
to the jack of trumps. West won 
and returned a spade, anc declarer 
might as well have thrown his 
cards on the table and conceded 
a club trick! 

The right way to play the hand 
was to take only one finesse that 
could not be avoided, and that, 
only if other, preliminary ma- 
neuvers went wrong!
